1. During the course of his little spesoh at 3 *0 part, 

UTILITY acknowledged the eentioents and comments previously offered 
by L 3 in a gracious and apparently quite sincere manner, 

UTILITY spoke in German rather than Engl i ah . .. which surprised me, 
particularly since hi8 remarks were, to a considerable extent, dir- 
ected to 3 seated directly across the table. Besides the usual 

thanks for the support and cooperation provided by C- ~3S hi6 
otaff, c: d., and WOPACT in general, during the year Just past, 

UTILITY made a few points which in my view ore worth recording and 
which I am, to the best of ay ability, reproducing below for the 
record, 

a. In expressing thanks for oloso support, nooperation, 
etc,, UTILITY, dwelt on the tradttiona of close aesociation and friend- 
ship between CATU5K and . fcOFACT developed over twenty years. He stress- 
ed that thie has enabled the two eerriceo to have disagreements from 
time to time and In some cases even a carious one (i got tho impression 
he was alluding to the C- ^1 affair), but that the friendship between 
the two services will go on and that the partner e in the long run will 
bo closer for having been able to disagree. 

b. UTILITY had a few words to sayabout the latest political 
developments in the Federal Republic, stressing the point that he has 
always been convinced that the "grosse Koalition" would be tho only 
solution over the long run for the accumulation of serious problems 
with which the West Germans find themselves confronted,, He ended on 

a strong note of optimism concerning;, the new Chancellor^ prospeote 
as he begins his term of office. 

c*. On a diotinotly personal note, UTILITY expressed his 
thanks in beualf of not only hioaelf but aleo his wife (according to 
my recollection this is the first in many years that UTILITY f s wife 
has attended one of these Christmas partiee) to C 3 and £ 3 

He etated that his attendance at these affaire has always afforded him 
considerable pleasure and that be hoped, and expected, to be around to 
attend a few more of them. 

2. During the course of the evening. I had only a few abort separate 
conversation with UTILITY beyond the usual social amenities. I had the 
impression that he seemed generally to be enjoying himself to the hilt. 
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It wao impossible not to noti.ce that, as midnight was approaching, @HOIAf, 
©XEGEHHARDT, and QRCENLOR? and their wives seemed to be eyeing eaob other 
in a penes of bom disomy that the party was still carrying on and that 
UTILITT apparently bad no intention of calling It an evening. It was my 
personal impression, and this is shared by cr that the air was al- 

most thinok with apprehension as HOLM, DEGBNHART, and RCBNDOEF were beoom- 
ing Increasingly itchy to hit the road for home but obviously couldnH jar 
themselves loose until UTILITY started making some signs of leaving. It 
lo my understanding that ISSEfiHAfiDT’a driver was available at 2250 hours 
for the homeward trip. If nyr reoolleotion is oorreot UTILITY and his wife 
did not depart until approximately 0150 hours. 
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
